Now. we know the worst—or do we? 
Last. Friday, Hon. Russell Love, 

. brought down his Budget as Provin- 
cial Treasurer, He estimates an in- 
come for the ensuing fiscal year of 
$15,881,744.25 with expenditures of 
$15,302,000.04. If it wasn’t for the 
$729,253.57 required in addition for 
sinking fund requirements on pro- 
vincial debts, it would be a balanced 
budget. Alas; despite an increase in 
the gasoline tax from 6 cents to 7 
cents a gallon, it will still be $699,- 
479.36 short of requirements. That 
means the province will have to bor- 
row that amount in order to keep on 
paying interest on its present bor- 
rowings. 

Old age pensions call for $68.000 | 
-inerease and school grants for $60,000 | 
increase. An item of $150,000 - for 
election expenses denotes a coming 
general election - probably in mid- 
June. The province has settled for 
$28.000 the judgement which was 
obtained by Mr. Powlett of. Calgary 
for mental injuries to his son in a, 
“hazing” ordeal as. part of his higher | 
university education,. In his speech 
the Provincial Tredsurer held out 
hopes of Dominion aid for refunding 
the $131,000,000 debt of the province. 

More light has been shed on the 
coming of Major.C, H. Douglas as a! 
result of Liberal efforts to table the! 
correspondence between Premier Reid 
and Major Douglas. From this it ap- 
pears that the Social Credit inventor 
is to get $9,000 instead of $5,000 as 
at first announced, and assurances of 
radio and press assistance, He can- 
not arrive before mid-May and stipu- 
lates for his fee in advance. The 
’ House has invited Mr. Aberhart to 
expound the Aberhart plan, though 
the speaker of the legislature took 
the platform in Edmonton a few 
nights ago.to denounce the Aberhart 
' plan as unworkable and mischievous. 

If Major Douglas cannot arrive till 
mid-May he and his plan: cannot well 
be factors in a mid-June election. 

One of those useful questions in 
the. public interest that may mean 
dollars in the pockets of many people 
was asked in the Legislature by H. J. 
Montgomery, Liberal member for 
Wetaskiwin. He wanted to know the 
names and addresses of all those who 
had received gasoline and fuel tax 
refunds since January Ist, 1934, “in 
cases where the application for such 
refund was not made within six 
months of the date of purchase”. 

Under the law. of Alberta, all such 
refunds must be applied for within 
six months from the date of purchase. 
Judge of the surprise when the Gov- 
ernment filed a list of persons who 
had during 1983 and 1934 received 
refunds . totalling $8,403.15 contrary. 
to the provisions of the Act.

But for the burden of relief mun- 
icipalities would have ‘been freed 
from the 10-per cent levy for old age 
pensions, said Premier Reid when H. 
J. Montgomery, Liberal M.L.A. for 
Wetaskiwin, moved to exempt ‘the 
municipalities from making this con- 
tribution to old age pensions. The 
10 per cent levy is the same today 
when the Dominion pays 75 per cent 
of the total as when the Dominion 
paid only 50 per cent.

TAX ARREARS LIST 


TAX RECOVERY ACT 1929 


Section 4. 

(1). During the month of Maréh 
each year, the Treasurer shall pre- 
pare in ‘triplicate and in the pre- 
seribed- form a list (hereinafter call- 
ed “the tax arrears list”) of all par- 
eels, thé taxes with respect’ to which 
have been in arrears for more ‘than 
one year; placing opposite the de- 
scription of each parcel the amount 
of the arrears in respect thereof, and 
shall sign same, giving his address; 
and shall send the triplicate lists. to 
the chief officer of the municipality 
concerned, 


(2). The chief officer of the muni- 
cipality, upon receiving the triplicate 
lists, shall forthwith sign same and 
shall return them to the treasurer. 
The treasurer ‘shall, before the first 
day of April; forward two. of such 
lists to the proper Land Titles Office 
and before doing so shall remove 
from the list any parcel, the arrears 
of taxes in respect of which have 
been paid, and initial all such remov- 
als, 


(3). Taxes shall be deemed to be 
in arrears within the meaning of this 
section, when they remain unpaid af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December 
of the year in which they were im- 
posed, or where a later date has been 
lawfully fixed for their payment, af- 
ter such later date, 

(4). The treasurer shall post in; 
his. office a copy of the tax arrears 
list, which shall be accessible tod the 
publia during office hours, up to and 
including the date of the sale.

Under the circumstances the amazing thing is that people, takén on) 
the whole, have displayed such wonderful fortitude, so much courage and 
such fine patience. 

Within recent months the clouds of depression have been thinning; con- | 
ditions have. been slowly, improving, and the time has come when, we thihk, 
the people of Canada may well, to their own advantage and turther en- 
couragement, take a look at some of thé brighter things in our national 
lite for which they have deep reason for thankrulness in comparison with 
the lot of other peoples. .and nations. 

Unlike quite a few nations, Canada has maintained its national honor, | 
has not repudiated but has met its national obligations. As a result, Can-| 
ada stands ‘higher than ever in the estimation of the world. It is a great 
asset that has not decreased in value but has been substantially increased, 
and that increased value will stand this Dominion in good stead in the years | 
that lie ahead. 

The geéntral business situation in Canada is improving.. In view of the 
econom.c depths to which the whole world had sunk, this improvement will 
naturally be slow at first, but it is gathering momentum and volume. The 
‘trade of Canada, both import and export; and internal as well, is increas- 
ing; the volume of business is becoming larger; railway revenues are rising; 


national revenues are substantially larger and are increasing, all of wh.ch | 


‘means more employment in the not distant future, and especially .so if | 
action is takén to remove or materially lesson the many restrictions now 
imposed on trade. 

Another bright side to the Canadian: picture is to be found in the fact 
that, despite all the difficulties and problems, worries and sufferings of 
people, Canada has been remarkably tree of riots and other forms of de- 
fiance of the law which have characterized other lands and resulted in open 
strife and bloodshed. The Canadian people have kept their heads, and asa 
result they are winning through, just as the people of Britain are winning 
through. ‘ 


Considering the past, the present and the future, there is another and 


very large and important spot of brightness, leading to hope and confidence | 


for the tuture, in the fact that almost alone among the nations of the world 
Canada has been free and is free of the one great burden which rests with 
crushing force upon.the world to-day. That is the burden of armaments,— 
the enormous cost of warlike preparations. While other hat.ons are paying | 
annual tribute reckoned in hundreds of millions, even billions of dollars, to | 


; the great war god Mars, the Canadian people are not called upon to do so, | 


A couple of small destroyers, one on either seacoast, and a handful of | 
militia which is merely a reserve to the established police forces of the 
country to ass.st if jfand when necessary in the maintenance of peace within 
our own borders, but in no sense an army maintained for offense against 
any nation,—that is all. With no great battleships, no standing army, no 
great line of fortifications; Canada lives at. peace with the world, the triend 
of every nation, having no quarrel with any. 


If this picture was otherwise, if the Canadian people ‘were taxed to the 


limit, as other peoples are, to provide the god of war with the machinery | 


and equipment of wholesale human destruction, then Canada might have 
cause to fear for the future, Fortunately, that fear does not exist, 

Given a return to more normal and therefore favorable climatic con-, 
ditions throughout Western Canada, with a removal of the artificial restric- 
tions imposed upon the commercial transactions and business life of ‘the 
country,—both of which conditions are not only possible but probable and 
ones we have every reason to expect,—and free from the entanglements of 
war-affrighted nations, the Canadian people without any undue optimism 
may well turn their eyes away from the darker picture of the past five 
years, and find renewed confidence and happiness in the brighter, better 
days now dawning.

An electric “lung” and a pair of 
magnetic handcuffs, both new, have}
